| Cotton Textile Union Votes To Strike Within Month

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—()—A 
nation-wide strike in the cotton tex- 
tile industry on or before September 
1 was voted today at the annual con- 
vention of the United Textile Work- 
ers of America. 

The strike will affect £00,000 cot- 
ton textile workers, leaders said, par- 
ticularly in the south and in New 
England. The union has a total mem- 
bership of about 300,000. 

The strike resolution, approved by 
all but 10 of the 571 delegates, em- 
powers the incoming executive council 


of the union to call a strike in the 
cotton textile industry on or before 
September 1. 

Meets Saturday. 

The council, which has yet to be 
elected. will meet Saturday at the 
close of the convention, but announce- 
ment has already been made that the 
date of the strike will be kept secret 
and employérs given no more than 12 
hours’ notice. 

The vote on the strike was taken 
after hours of warm argument, most 
of it favoring a strike, and amid in- 
tense excitement. It was taken, too, 
after Thomas F. McMahon, president 
of the union, had admitted in an- 
swer to a question that the organiza- 
tion had no money to finance local 
unions through the siege. 

Thomas Speaks. 

Norman Thomas, socialist leader, 
was one of those who urged the tex- 
tile workers to “fight for justice.” 

McMahon said the present execu- 
tive council of the union had discuss- 
ed the strike proposal for three days 
before urging it on the convention. 

“Wei are not desirous of creating 
chaos,” he asserted. “I would hate tu 
give my consent to anything like that 
unless I was absolutely convinced it 
was the only way out. There is 
other way. 


“We will say to the manufacturers: | 


Now that we know the power we pos- 
seas. we will wield it, but we wil 
wield it intelligently and reasonably. 
“Il urge immediate action upon the 
new council. We know what procrasti- 
nation is. Ve have procrastinated pos- 
sibly too long. The hour is here.” 
The ten delegates who stood out 
against the strike motion included sev- 
eral from Newberry, 8S. C., 
gued that this was not the best time 
to walk ont.

“The people from the

EGISLATIVE FOES 
FAIL IN EFFORTS 


Administration Forces At- 
tempt To Oust Press as 
“Spite” Program Is 
Speeded on Way. 


BATON ROUGE, La., Aug. 16.— 
(P)—After a roaring session in the 
Louisiana house of representatives in 
which threats were hurled, fists were 
shaken and curses were yelled, the 


Huey Long majority tonight passed 
his program which the minority, or 
antis, said was “spite” legislation 
against New Orleans and sent the 
bills to the senate for quick action 
and an expected end of the special 
session Saturday or Sunday. 

The bills, which Long said were in- 
tended to insure “honest elections” 
and the like, were shot through by 
heavy majorities in spite of almost 
breathless arguments rapped against 
them by the determined minority 
group. 

The most heated scene of the day 
was a near riot staged in front of the 
speaker's stand over a motion by Rep- 
resentative George M. Lester, of West 
Feliciana parish, to invoke the anti- 
lobbying rule completely to exclude 
“Long and his henchmen” from the 
chamber, because Long had been shout- 
ing directions to his leaders from be- 
hind the rail where he was forced 
from the floor yesterday by the anti- 
group. 

Members of the clashing factions 
ran down front, waving arms, shak- 
ing fists and shouting. “Damn you, 
I’m not a henchman” and “You can't 
say that about me,” were yelled in 
the stampede. 

One of the principal bills passed in 
the house would create a state police 
force which Long’s opposition said 
would authorize state police power in 
the cities and supercede the local po- 
lice. It was voted, 57 to 36.

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STATE ROAD BOARD 
AWARDS $334,012 
U.S. AID GONTRAGTS 


Nine Highway and 
Bridge Contracts on Im- 
portant Roads in Geor- 
gia Closed Thursday. 


The state highway board Thursday 
awarded nine federal-aid highway and 
bridge contracts for $334,019. 

The projects include one calling for 
the widening and paving of the Col- 
lege Park-Red Oak stretch of the 
Atlanta to Newnan highway and one 
calling for the grading of the Georgia 
section of the Tri-States road which 
runs through the northeastern section 
of Rabun county. 

Two state projects which were on 
the list for letting already have been 
started by the highway department 
which will do the jobs itself. They 
are for the paving of the Jackson- 
Jenkinsburg road in Butts county and 
the paving of the Covington-Porter- 
dale road in Newton county. 

A call for bids also had been issued 
for the repaving of the Atlanta-Mari- 
etta road, but this call was rescinded 
last week when the highway board 
decided to wait until a new stretch of 
the road, eliminating two underpasses, 
is ready and pave the entire road un- 
der one program.

The stepson reached the hotel soon 
after the body was found and told 
detectives about the telephone mes- 
sage, adding he had been unable to 
come earlier. 

The suicide left a note addressed to 
the stepson.

Labatt Reported Freed; 
Denial Made By Police 


Kidnaped Canadian Brewer Said to Have 
Appeared in Toronto Hotel But Authori- 
ties Flatly Spike Rumors. 


TORONTO, Aug. 17.—(Friday)—, 
(P)—Widely-circulated reports that 
John S. Labatt, kidnaped Canadian 
brewer, had unexpectedly showed up 
at the Royal York hotel early this 
morning were flatly denied by hotel 
authorities and police officials. 


The night manager of the hotel 
said, however, that Labatt’s bfother, 
Hugh, who mysteriously departed early 
yesterday, presumably to establish 
contact with the kidnapers and pay 
$150,000 for his brother's release, had 
returned to the hotel around 1 a. m. 

A telephone call to the room was 
answered by Inspector Charles Gur- 
nett, of the Ontario police, who denied 
that Hugh Labatt had returned. 

“IT don’t know where he is,’ Gur- 
nett said. “No, I haven’t seen him 
at all. He is not here.” 

Gurnett said further that there 
were no new developments in the dis- 
appearance of the 55-year-old London, 
Ont., brewer, so far as he knew. 

Last night a high Toronto police 
officer, however, said John Labatt 
was believed to be held by his abduct- 
ors at a farmhouse in western On- 
tario. 

Although he did not reveal the 
source of his information, the officer 
said the Labatt family had made two 
contacts with the kidnapers through 
Hugh Labatt, a brother, while he was 
in Toronto. 

The whole investigation took a new 
turn late today when it was learned 
Hugh Labatt had been absent from 
the hotel room here where he had 
been conducting telephone  negotia- 
tions, presumably with the kidnapers, 
on a secret mission since early this 
morning. 


Further revelations disclosed the 


»discovery of eye-witnesses to the kid- 
naping of the wealthy 50-year-old 
brewer, near Sarnia, the family’s 
summer home. 


The Toronto officer said the farm- 
house where the kidnapef victim was 
believed held was rented especially 
for the purpose by a group of gang- 
sters, being taken over some time ago. 

Indicating that the negotiations 
with the Labatt family had not been 
completed, the officer said the fam- 
ily was demandinz concrete evidence 
from the kidnapers that they hold 
John Labatt alive: 


He said no action would be taken 
until the evidenvee is forthcoming. 

The investigation near Sarnia dis- 
closed several farmers and residents 
who said they had identified the auto- 
mobile of John Labatt on the morn- 
ing of the kidnaping. 

One, Jack Burnley. who lives on 
a side road east of Camlachie, said 
he saw two black automobiles pro- 
ceeding east along the Egremont road 
about 10 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

As they approached the Wyoming 
road, he said, another car came out 
of a side road and darted ahead of 
the other two. He positively identified 
one of the machines as Labatt’s. 

Others, including D. Jackson, sta- 
tion agent at Camlachie: Archie De- 
war and Willard Anderson, farmers, 
said three or four men stepped from 
two automobiles on the Egremont 
road, and that one of them apparent- 
ly was being pushed into a machine, 
which drove away. 

Their story upset a theory Labatt 
had been kidnaped while driving on 
the Sarnia-Lohdon highway.

Circuit Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of

Judge Sibley agreed Thursday to sit | 
on the case for Judge E. Marvin Un- 
derwood who is on vacation. The 
case, considered the first major test 
of the contractors’ code, has attracted 
wide attention. 

John E. Whitley, head-of the com- 
pany, came to Atlanta Thursday pre- 
paratory to the hearing and announc- 
ing that he expected Judge Sibley to 
dissolve the temporary order put into 
effect two weeks ago by District Judge 
Bascom CC. Deaver, at Macon, when 
the government filed its case. 

Whitley’s formal reply to the alle- 
gations of the governement will be 
made when court is convened this 
morning.

Lifting of the tax is evidently aim- 
ed, they said, at stimulating cotton 
mill activities in much the same fash- 
ion as mills were encouraged a year 
ago just prior to imposition of the 
tax of 4 1-2 cents per pound. 


Output of mills increased phenome- 
nally at that time, it was noted, and 
large supplies of manufactured goods 
accumulated, resulting in a slump in 
activities through the fall and winter. 

The same situation would be bound 
to prevail in this case, officials said, 
one referring to the Bankhead pro- 
posal—made to the president—as a 
“shot in the arm” which would pro- 
duce inevitable reaction. 

Secretary Wallace asserted at his 
weekly press conference today that “no 
consideration is being given’to sus- 
pension of the tax” and that “nothing 
definite” has been done about the

BIG STICK’ READY 
FOR PROFITEERS 
IN SALE OF FOOD 


Data Indicate Supplies 
Are Ample and White 
House Will Brook No 
“Gouging.” 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—4)— 
Administration concern over the food 
situation was evidenced once again to- 
day by Secretary Wallace's reiteration 
that the government had a big stick 
ready for profiteers. 

Statistics available bear out the con- 
tention that—despite drout!h damage— 
there will be enough food available. 
Most of the uneasiness in official cir- 
cles revolves about the prospects of a 
price ascension which \,ould pinch 
consumers until they howled. 

The farm chieftains have known all 
along that their reduction programs 
would cause food prices to go up. They 
wanted a gradual rise and figured that 
increasing employment resulting from 
more farm purchasing power would 
pacificy the average urban dweller. 

The dry spell upset calculations and 
the consumer may have to meet sharp- 
ly hoisted food costs without the bene- 
fits contemplated that might make 
the AAA very unpopular and have an 
effect upon the entire administration 


program. 
Hope To Offset Damage. 

Consequently, the emphasis on keep- 
ing food prices from unwarranted as- 
rensions, the farm administration 
hopes, too, that relief and higher 
prices in the areas where crops are 
good will offset in large measure 
drouth devastation. |. :

3. Use of “moral suasion’” on code 
authorities of industries operating un- 
der codes and agreements. Wallave 
expressed his reference for this pro- 
cedure as an excessive price curb. 

4. Enforcement of provisions of the 
grain exchange code by the eode au- 
thority and of the grain futures act 
by the government te check excessive 
speculation in grains. 

The secretary said the administra- 
tion must stand “poised” to protect 
the interests of both consumers and 


farmers, © 
Double Peril. 

Consumers must be guarded against 
price increases and farmers must be 
protected against price slumps if ordi- 
nary weather results in “terrific over- 

roduction” of feed grains next year, 

e said. 

Wallace said food supplies are suf- 
ficient for “the larger part of the 
usual American food requirements.” 
He added that shifts in the diet of 
the average citizen may occur during 
the coming year due to costs of some 
foods. 

About 10,000,000 of the live stock to 
be bought will be cattle and the re- 
mainder sheep and Angora goats. Most 
of them will be processed for relief 
distribution, 

Wallace said the drouth “has turn- 
ed hundreds of millions of dollars 
more serious’ than when congress ap- 
propriated the present $525,000,000 re- 
lief fund. He added, however, that he 
believed the present appropriation 
would be sufficient to carry out re- 
lief work. He declined to estimate 
whether this fund, plus benefit pay- 
ments made to farmers, would com- 
pensate for the losses in the drouth 
sections.

CHARGES OF PTIMAN

State Not Responsible for 
Placing Vets on Rolls, 
Henson Explains. 


Charging that the accusation of 
Judge Claude C. Pittman, of Carters- 
ville, that Confederate veterans and 
their widows are being dropped from 
the pension rolls for faiiure to support 
Governor Talmadge is a reflection on 
every county ordinary in the state, 
Captain A. L. Henson, state veterans’ 
service officer, Thursday issued a 
statement in which he said that the 
state administration has nothing to do 
with placing veterans and their 
widows on the pension rolls. 

Captain Henson’s statement was is- 
sued in reply to a speech made here 
Wednesday night by Judge Pittman. 

Henson's Statement. 

The statement follows: 

“My attention has been called to a 
statement made by Judge Pittman in 
the speech at the Piedmont hotel Wed- 
nesday night substantially as follows: 

“*T was asked by a man a few days 
ago if my father was a Confederate 


soldier and I replied he was and my |. 


mother is drawing a pension unless 
Talmadge has struck her name. He 
strikes the names of evterans and 
widows when he finds out they are 
or me.’ 

“This statement of Judge Pittman 
in so far as it relates to striking names 
from the pension rolls is utterly false 
and silly, 

“Not only is it false and silly, but 
it is a reflection on the integrity of 
every ordinary in the state of eorvin. 

“Lists of pensioners are furnished 
this department by the ordinaries of 
the counties and remittances are made 
the ordinaries in accordance with 
the lists as furnished. The depart- 
ment has found that the ordinaries 
are diligent and unselfish ‘in protect- 
ing the interests of veterans and wid- 
ows and no name has been, or ever will 
be, stricken from the pension rolls ex- 
cept upon the recommendation of the 
ordinary of the county where the vet- 
ran or widow livs. 

Pittman’s Mother on List. 

“The records of this office show that 
Mrs. Leila M. Pittman’s name (the 
mother of Judge Pittman) was placed 
on the pension rolls of this state in 
he year 1930 for the third quarter. 
The ordinary of Walker county has 
regularly supplied her name on his list 
for Walker county and remittances 
ave been made to the ordimary for 
every payment down to date in ac- 
~t ep with the list furnished by 
im 

“I did not feel that this false state- 
ment should be permitted to go un- 
contradicted in view of the fact that, 
as above stated, it impugns the integ- 
rity of the faithful and efficient ordi- 
naries of the state of Georgia.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—()— 
The organized cottonseed industry of 
the south today denied anc asked dis- 
missal of the charges of the federal 
trade commission that it had depress- 
ed the prices paid to farmers for cot- 
tonseed. 

The industry, represented in the 
National Cottonseed Products Asso- 
ciation and Texas Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association, said that on the con- 
trary it had built up the cottonseed 
trade and had increased the prices re- 
ceived by farmers. 

The national association asserted 
the commission had unfairly com- 
plained against it for the reason that 
the acts complained of had been pur- 
sued under rules for the industry ap- 
proved by the commission several years 
ago. 

The denials were in the form of a 
legal answer to the commission’s form- 
al complaint charging them with con- 
spiracy to hinder competition in the 
purchase of cottonseed throughout the 
southern states and to fix prices for 
that commodity. 

A third defendant, the Oklahoma 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association, filed 
an answer, saying it was not connect- 
ed with either of the other associa- 
tions. 

The national association’s answer 
said the trade commission's rules un- 
der which the association claimed it 
was operating were issued under the 
commission's procedure which enables 
it to set. up trade practice methods 
much as NRA now sets up codes of 
fair competition. 

The rules were issued in 1928 after 
a conference at Memphis presided over 
by the commission. The national as- 
sociation said a large section of the 
industry agreed to abide by the rules, 
and that the commission had never 
notified the industry that such rules 
had been rescinded, 


RFC Position Bared 
On Industrial Loans 


Banks of Georgia will be enabled to 
extend credit to industrial borrowers 
without unduly impairing their liquid 
Position, it was revealed in a state- 
ment made Thursday by Erle Cocke. 
manager of the Atlanta agency of* the 
Reconstruction-Finance Corporation. 

He stated that in addition to the 
corporation's power to make loans di- 
rectly to industrial borrowers, it is 
authorized to purchase participations 
in such industrial loans to be made 
by banks, or other lending agencies, 
and to make loans directly to indus- 


| trial borrowers in co-operation with 


the banks. The sale of any participa- 
tion to the corporation is without lia- 
bility on the part of the bank as in- 
dorser or guarantor. 

The amount of the corporation's 
participation shall not exceed $500,000 
in any instance. This does not apply 
to loans already made by banks, but 
refers only to eligible industrial bor- 
rowers and it must appear that they 
are unable to obtain the entire loan at 
prevailing bank rates. The participa- 
tions will be for a period generally not 
in excess of two years, though in ex- 
ceptional instances the corporation 
will consider agreements to purchase 
participations up to five years, said 
Mr. Cocke. 

The rate of interest will be the pre- 
vailing bank rates; but in no case in 
excess of 6 per cent, he averred. The

of commodities. A petition is to be 
presented to the interstate commerce 
commission. 

Farm products, the subject of spe- 
cial treatment for several years, prob- 
ably will not be affected by the peti- 
tion. 

Railroad attorneys declined today 
to diseuss the plea although acknowl- 
edging it soon will be filed. 

In 1931, although denied a general 
increase, the»railroads were permitted 
to place surcharges on certain com- 
modities. ‘These were in effect until 
last September. 

The new appeal will include a long 
line of commodities. It may follow 
in the main the list on which sur- 
charges were allowed two years ago. 
This list includes bituminous and an- 
thracite coal, coke, iron ore, copper 
and concentrates except a few exemp- 
tions for local situations, lead ore 
and concentrates, zinc ore and con- 
centrates, sand and gravel, stone, for- 
est products of all kinds, pig iron, 
scrap iron, phosphate rock, crude pe- 
troleum, cottonseed meal and cake, cit-

FUND GIVEN STATE 


$69,600 Monthly Grant 
Made by U. S. for Em- 
ployment of 1,160. 


Georgia Thursday was granted 


$69,600 per month by the _ federal 
emergency relief administration for 
the employment of 1,160 needy 
teachers during the winter months, M. 
D. Collins,. state superintendent of 
education, announced. 

The teachers will bezin immediate- 
ly with classes in general adult edu- 
cation, vocational education, nursery 
schools, parent education, and with 
illiterate students, as well as work- 
ers’ education, a new course which 
has been included in this year’s pro- 
gram. 

The money, which will be avail- 
able for the latter part of August, 
and until about next May 1, was al- 
located to Georgia some time ago by 
the FERA, but confirmation was re- 
ceived by Mr. Collins from Washing- 
ton officials only Thursday.

_ Of Preacher, Say Pathologists Here 


By RALPH T. JONES. 
The reason Albert Teester, North 
Carolina Holiness preacher, did not 
dlie by rattler bite, according to lead- 
ing pathologists and toxicologists of 
Atlanta, is because he didn’t get a 
large enough injection of venom from 

' snake’s fanks. That is all. 

In any event, his chances of sur- 
vival would have been about four 
times as great if he had _ received 
prompt medical treatment, as they 
Were under the ertire lack of treat- 
ment on which he insisted. 

During 1929, the most recent year 
for which records are available, thére 
were 480 cases of venomous snake- 


rare and the average rattler found 
in the Carolina mountains rarely has 
sufficient venom to provide a fatal 
injection. 

There are four varieties of poison- 
ous snakes in North America. They 
are the rattler, the copperhead, the 
cottonmouth moccasin and the coral 
snake. The three first inject a poison 
which breaks down the lining of the 
veins and arteries, destroys the red 
blood corpuscles and destroys the im- 
munity of the person bitten to germ 
diseases. 

In all probability, Dr. Kracke 
pointed out, Teester’s arm, where the 
snake bit him, will shortly show a 


bite reported in the United States, 
according to figures furnished by Dr. 
Roy R. Kracke, taxicologist at Em- 
ory University. Of these antevenin 
treatment was promptly administered 

400 cases. The treatment was not 
nsed in the remaining 80 cases. And 
the percentage of fatalities in the 400 
treated cases was 4. while the deaths 
among the non-treated cases were at 
the rate of 16 per cent. 


Regardless of the death rate, how- | 
ever, all authorities questioned Wed- 
nesday were unanimous in the opinion 
that it was an extremely foolhardy 
thing to permit a poisonous snake to 
bite you. Not only because of the 
danger of immediate death. but also 

eause of the serious after effects 
which are almost certain to reduce the 
length of life. 


Life To Be Shortened. 


All agreed that Teester, the Caro- 
Jina preacher, will die years sooner 
than he would have had he left that 
rattlesnake alone. 

Dr. Kracke, Dr. Jack Norris. path- 
ologist at Grady hospital and other 
doctors explained that the fatality of 
a rattler hite depended upon many 
factors. The amount of venom in- 
jected by the snake through the hol- 
low tooth that is his fang, differs 
according to the size of the snake, 
the condition of the snake at the 
time and the way in which the fangs 
strike. A snake which has recently 
used its fangs will be practically free 
of venom. In this respect, Dr. Nor- 
ris pointed out that the second bite 
which Teester claims the snake in- 
flicted would be harmless, because all 
the venom had been used on the first 
one. 

The resistant ability of the person 
bitten also counts heavily in the out- 
come of the bite. Teester, a moun- 
tain farmer, 39 years old, was prob- 
ably in fine health and little likely 
to die from an average sized snake, 
anyway. 

In this respect, it is noted that the 
mortality rate among children bitten 
by rattlers is twice that among 
adults. 

Dr. Kracke said that large diamond 
back rattlers had been found which 
yielded a_ half-teaspoon of venom 
when they struck, an amount which 
meant certain death for any human 
bitten by them while their venom 
sacs were full. These, however, are

sloughing off of the flesh and the lack 
of germ resistant qualities will make 
the wound very slow and difficult to 
heal. His heart will always be weak- 
er as a result of the bite and he will 
always be more susceptible to germ 
diseases, 

Coral Affects Nervous System, 

In the case of the fourth snake, 
the Coral, its poison affects the ner- 
yous system, bringing strangulation 


by closure of the breathing apparatus. 


All authorities are united in the 
opinion that no one can be bitten by 
a poisonous snake with immunity. 
Fven if death does not follow soon, 
the span of life will be shortened, 
health will be impaired and, taking 
the United States as a whole, includ- 
ing treated and non-treated cases, the 
chances of immediate death are 11 
in 100. 

One other point: 

One of the worst things you can 
possibly do in case of snakebite is to 
drink any alcoholic beverage. The 
speed with which a snake's poison 
takes effect depends upon the speed 
at which it permeates the _ blood 
And alcohol, an exhilarant, 
speeds up the action of the heart, 
pumping the poisoned blood through 
the system just that much quicker. 

Also, Dr. Kracke pointed out, Tees- 
ter was probably lucky enough for the 
snake not to puncture an artery or 
vein when it punctured him with its 
fangs. The chance of survival if the 
fangs just penetrate the tissue are 
much greater. Because the venom 
is so much slower permeating the en- 
tire system and the chance of local ab- 
sorption is so much greater, 

The moral of all this is, don’t be 
foolish enough to let a rattler bite 
you. For you might not be as lucky 
as Teester and, in any event, he'll 
find in later life that he wasn’t so 
lucky after all.

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 16.—(7)— 
The leader of the new born progres- 
sive party in Wisconsin, Senator Rob- 
ert M. La Follette, today declared for 
a “genuine political realignment” in 
a platform on which he will seek re- 
election. 

His platform aims at increased gov- 
ernmental assistance for farmer and 
laborer, and includes among its 20 
planks: 


Control of credit through a govern- 
ment-owned central bank; federal and 
state development of electric power 
and municipal operation of public util- 
ities; public ownership of all rail- 
roads; opposition to the sales tax; 
larger veterans’ payments and imme- 
diate payment of the bonus, and a 
referendum before declaration of war, 
except in case of actual invasion. 


Other platform highlights were

Attorneys for all the 44 railroads 
operating in the state which contest- 
ed the reduction order in _ federal 
court this week, only to have the 
court rule it had no jurisdiction un- 
der the Johnson bill and refer them 
to the state courts, could not be 
reached but representatives of two of 
the other largest lines in the state, 
who declined to be quoted, said that, 
while negotiations were in progress, 
their roads definitely had not commit- 
ted themselves to accepting the order. 

Governor Talmadge meanwhile con- 
firmed that the Southern and Sea- 
board had notfied him of their ac- 
ceptance and added that he was “very 
gratified.” 

The end of the court fight marked 
the close of a long contest between 
the governor and the railroads in 
which he has sought to reduce rates. 


Officials of the public service com- 
mission estimated that the cuts would 
save Georgia shippers $750,000 a 
year. 

“Since the new commission took 
office last year we Bave issued eight 
orders against the railroads, six of 
which are in effect, bringing savings 
to the shippers of about $1,500,000 
a year,” Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit 
said Thursday night. “Two of these 
orders, one on fertilizer and _ the 
other on sand and gravel, have been 
enjoined by the courts and later 
withdrawn by the commmission. But 
the savings put into effect total just 
about $1,500,000 yearly.” 

The “armistice” between Governor 
Talmadge and the railroads ends one 
of the longest and hardest fought con- 
flicts in Georgia. 

Shortly after the new public serv- 
ice commission took office last year, 
it began investigating railroad rates 
and published a series of reduction 
orders, these reductions averaging 27 
per cent. The railroads announced 
their opposition and Governor ‘Tal- 
madge, who had appointed the com- 
mission, struck back through Comp- 
troller General Harrison, who reject- 
ed the slightly reduced tax assess- 
ments submitted by the rdilroads and 
issued new assessments Which in- 
creased the total of the railroads about 
$145,000,000. These assessments went 
to arbitration where they still are. 
The arbitrations in some cases have 
been enjoined by the courts, but set- 
tlement of the rate situatfon and 
prospective acceptance of tax assess- 
ments equal to those made last year 
undoubtedly will end the arbitration 
_ also the litigation coming-out of 
t. 


Eight Orders Issued. 

The commission issued eight orders 
against the railroads. These cut rates 
on “class” shipments, naval stores 
and petroleum, the rates now being 
put into effect, cotton and cotton seed 
and passenger fares which have been 
put into effect previously. 

“We have made six out of eight 
rate orders against the railroads 
stick,”’ Vice Chairman George Goode 
said Thursday in discussing the work 
done by the commission. “For myself, 
I am more or less satisfied and I he- 
lieve the balance of the commission 
is, too.” 

The commissioner added that his 
board has already cut railroad, light 
and power, telephone, express and bus 
rates and is now working on gas 
rates. 

“As soon as we have finished with 
the now pending gas case, our slate 
will be just about clean,” he said. 
“We have a number of local rate 
eases to look into and we will get 
into them as soon as possible.”

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CHURCHMEN REBEL 
AGANST HITLER 


Evangelical Leaders Re- 
fuse To Take Oath of 
Reichsfuehrer. 


BERLIN, Aug. 16.—(UP)—The 
German Evangelical ‘church crisis 
flared into open revolt today against 
nazification under the dictatorial ad- 
ministration of Reichsbishop Ludwig 
Mueller, acting as-Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler’s aid in the move to unify the 
Protestant sects. 

Leaders in the Evangelical -church 
opposition in Berlin, under the chair- 
manship of the Rev. Johannes Koch. 
decided to refuse to take the new oath 
of office drawn up by Bishop Mueller’s 
national church synod on August %. 
The synod approved the oath for all 
Evangelical church pastors, but the 
opposition today rejected it. 

The oath pledged the ministers and 
all church employes “to be faithful 
and obedient to Reichsfuehrer Hitler 
and render the German nation every 
service and sacrifice befitting Evan- 
gelical German citizens.” 

The Evangelical bishops, Meiser and 
Wurm, of Bavaria and Wuertemberg, 
declared they would not exact the 
oath from ministers under their juris- 
dictions. 

The opposition bloc spokesman de- 
clared that only the state, not the 
church, was entitled to demand an 
oath supporting political authorities. 

Supreme Court Judge Flor, a mem- 
ber of the church opposition council, 
in a legal opinion declared unconsti- 
tutional the decisions of the national 
synod last week, making Dr. Mueller 
dictator. The opinion will be sub- 
mitted to the reich government. 

The opposition pastors were deter- 
mined to urge that Reichsminister of 
Justice Franz Guertner proceed 
against the Mueller church govern- 
ment on the ground the federal court 
ruled Bishop Mueller’s powers were 
unconstitutional. 


IMPERIAL BANNER 
BANNED IN REICH 
ON HITLER’S ORDER 


BERLIN, Aug. 16.—(/)—Confi- 
dential orders were issued today to 
all members of the nazi party to cease 
displaying the old imperial black, 
white and red flag of Germany. 

A threat of expulsion for failure to 
comply with the orders was included, 
foreshadowing an end to the banner 
which the late President Paul von 
Hindenburg, always a monarchist at 
heart, loved and valiantly defended. 

The step was taken only after his 
death ended the necessity for further 
deference to the old field marshal’s 
sentiments. 

The order is regarded as a fresh 
indication nazis are determined not 
to rest until Germany, inwardly and 
outwardly, is 100 per cent under the 
swastika. 

Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller’s ab- 
rupt assumtion of dictatorial church 
powers last week and reports of con- 
templated changes in diplomatic posts 
were recent developments in this di- 
rection.

the bills they were sent to the senate 
for immediate advancement, commit- 
tee consideration and passage by the 
Long-Allen majority 
house. 

The bills were all quickly referred 
to the finance committee in a brief 
senate session. 

One of the bills passed would pro- 
tect the voters’ registration books from 
seizure under court order. It passed 
the house, 62 to 27. The New Orleans 
registration books are now in charge 
of the national guard there, where 
Long is battling away with Mayor T. 
Semmes Walmsley for victory in the 
September 11 congressional primary. 

Other measures aimed at increasing 
Senator Long’s power in state affairs, 
and crippling the forces of Mayor 
Walmsley were pushed through the 
house in the morning session. 

Senator Long was moving across 
the rear of the house chamber late in 
the afternoon, conferring with his 
leaders, when Representative Lester 
leaped to his feet and cried: 

“Mr. Speaker, I move for the full 
invoking of Rule 20, the anti-lobbying 
rule. I move that the entire chamber 
be cleared of outsiders. Huey P. Long 
and his henchmen are shouting orders 
to members on the floor of this house.” 

“Will that include the press, also?” 
another representative asked. 

“Yes, yes, put the press out,” shout- 
ed a dozen members. 

Speaker Ellender banged his gavel 
for order as the members swarmed 
to the front seeking recognition, 

Above the uproar, Ellender called 
to newspapermen: 

“T will ask the press to keep this 
out! It’s a lot of to-do about noth- 
ing.” 

Lester then temporarily withdrew 
his motion. 

The senator stood at the rear of

BLACK COMING HOME. 


The resignation of Eugene R. 
Black as governor of the federal 
reserve board brings to an end a 
service to the federal government 
that has been one of the outstand- 
ing features of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. 


Despite the arduous and vitally 
important nature of the duties per- 
formed by Governor Black, not a 
single voice has been raised to 
criticize the wisdom of the manner 
in which he has directed the fed- 
eral reserve system. During a pe- 
riod when new and untested policies 
controlled most of the activities of 
the government, and when the 
heads of other federal departments 
have been almost constantly under 
fire, the reserve board has func- 
tioned smoothly and efficiently un- 
der Mr. Black. 

It was only after much persua- 
sion that Mr. Black was persuaded 
to accept, with the beginning of the 
Roosevelt administration, the re- 
sponsibility for the direction of the 
great federal reserve system, but 
once in office he stuck to his work 
until he felt that the reorganiza- 
tion of federal finances had reached 
a point where his services were no 
longer needed. 

When that time came, he asked 
the president to let him go back 
home, where he would again be with 
the friends with whom he was 
reared and to whom he is So ear- 
nestly devoted. Although loath to 
accept his resignation, President 
Roosevelt has finally agreed to let 
this generally beloved and respect- 
ed Atlantan ‘“‘come back home,” 
although he did so only after he 
had entrusted him with a new po- 
sition of ranking importance to the 
welfage of the people. 

So Governor Black returns to 
Atlanta, with an arduous work well 
performed and charged with the 
delicate and vitally essential task 
of acting as liaison officer between 
the vast machinery of the: federal 
government and the various finan- 
cial institutions of the country. 
This duty he will perform in addi- 
tion to his responsibilites as gov- 
ernor of the Atlanta Federal Re- 
serve bank, to whch position he re- 
turns after a leave of absence 
granted that he might render the 
broader service asked of him during 
the reorganization of the national 
government.

Sportsmen desiring 
to play stud poker usually do so with 
ssaties aforethought and without so- 
cial or physical inconvenience to oth- 
ers. Bridge. players, on the other 
hand, get up games spontaneously and 
disrupt gatherings which otherwise 
might be social. Then, in their de- 
sire for complete silence, they object 
to conversation by others who have 
sufficient intelligence to converse and 
too much to play bridge.

He does not guarantee 
that his system will win for his stu- 
dents, but he does set forth the mathe- 
matical possibilities which confront 
the sedentary athlete of the stud 
table in most of the problems of the 
game. He tells how hard it is to 
draw a seven-high straight flush, 
which he had found to be the rarest 
straight flush of all, and inspires hope 
in a chapter entitled, “What Chance 
Have I of Improving.My Hand?” Mr. 
Fisher ignores all the degenerative 
versions of the noble pastime, such 
as seven-card stud with the deuces 
wild, and nine-rcard with the one-eyes, 
jacks and black nines on the loose, 
probably on the ground that these 
were introduced by ladies. That 
would be a good theory, as these va- 
riations smack of bridge and no self- 
respecting tobacco-chewing or eating

Googe declared the strike vote 
“shows that labor is awake and is 
marching forward—militantly.”

ARBITRATION FAVORED 
IN SETTLING STRIKES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—(/)—A 
proposal for arbitration of the Minne- 
apolis truckers’ strike today empha- 
sized an assertion on behalf of the 
labor relations board that it was not 
only “ready and willing” but anxious 
to use that peaceful method of settling 
industrial disputes. 

“We want to get the idea of ar- 
bitration across,” Lloyd Garrison, 
chairman of the board, said. : 

Arbitration by the government, how- 
ever, is contingent on voluntary ac- 
ceptance by both sides. The law gives 
the board power to mediate—to siep 
in and suggest a settlement—but not 
to decide finally the issues without 
the consent of those concerned. 

The Minneapolis dispute was the 
second in which Garrison has suggest- 
ed arbitration. He teld the Alumi- 
num Company of America and its 
striking union employes that the board 
was ready at any time to act as ar- 
biter. So far, he said, he has receiv- 
~ “no hint” of acceptance by either 
side. 

The board is watching the threaten- 
ing textile dispute closely. It hopes 
to be able to persuade employers and 
workers that arbitration would be 
better for all concerned than a gener- 
al strike. 

Arbitration has been the keynote 
of Secretary Perkins’ strike settlement 
policy since the question of labor 
disputes was transferred from NRA 
to her department. 

OFFICIALS MOVE TO PREVENT 
THREATENED RAIL STRIKE 

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 16.—(/)—Last- 
minute efforts to prevent a projected 
strike of approximately 2,500 em- 
ployes of the Mobile & Ohio railroad 
were started here today by the nation- 
al mediation board. 

With employes threatening to walk 
out Tuesday if a 15 per cent salary 
cut is not restored, James W. Car- 
malt, a representative of the media- 
tion board, arrived in St. Louis from 
Washington. 

Wage cuts of 20 per cent have been 
made by the road but 5 per cent has 
been restored. 

As explained by Charles E. Ervin, 
received for the M. & O., enginemen, 
train crews, maintenance of way men 
and shop craftsmen have requested 
three pay increases. 

One of 71-2 per cent would be 
made effected from last July 1. one 
of 5 per cent would be effective Janu- 
ary 1, and the third increase wouid 
become in force April 1. 

Numerous conferences between Er- 
vin and a committee headed by H. 
M. Vansant, vice president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, have failed. 

Today Vansant said the strike date 
hgd been tentatively set after the rail- 
road’s only offer had concerned a 
profit-sharing scheme, which was ua- 
acceptable to the workers. 


50 TO 75 PER CENT 
UNIONIZED IN GEORGIA 


Opinions of union labor regresenta- 
tives and textile mill executives in the 
Atlanta area differed as to the effect 
a general strike order by the United 
Textile Workers of America would 
have on mills and their employes in 
Georgia. 

It was the concensus of opinion, 
however, that between 50 and 75 per 
eefit of Georgia textile workers would 
walk out if a general strike is called. 
which would mean between 35,000 
and 45,000 Georgia workers.. Textile 
manufacturers -here refused to com- 
ment. 

QO. E. Petry, secretary of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Labor, said he was 
not prepared to predict the degree to 
which Georgia textile workers would 
obey a general strike order until he 
was more familiar with the demands 
which caused the order. :

SAFFAIRSOFCELLING 


Four hundred years ago and a lit- 
tle more, during the winter of 1533- 
1534, to be precise, the pope, having 
seen an exquisite chalice, the work 
of Benvenuto Cellini, commissioned 
that talented goldsmith to fashion a 
reliquary in which the Host might be 
carried. Which the man did, and 
other things besides. It was his way 
to give good measure, once he had been 
commanded, and while completing the 
reliquary he set himself, as he tells us, 
to make the pope’s portrait on a medal 
and first of all, he had to make the 
steel dies for both sides of it. At this 
time also he made love to Virginia. 

Even if these varieties of effort seem 
unrelated, who shall say they really 
were? Benvenuto himself, who had an 
eye for coincidence, recognized the 
hand of God in unexpected places. 
Had he not been serving the pope, he 
might have stayed in his native Flor- 
ence, but if he had stayed in Florence 
he would not have discovered the 
charm of Virginia, whom the will of 
heaven had located somewhat obscure- 
ly in Rome. 

Benvenuto’s simple faith has not re- 
ceived from careless readers the cred- 
it it deserves. In the ordinary chan- 
nels of piety he was correct, and his 
moral honesty was unusual. Who is 
without frailties? He recognzed his 
for what they were, never trying to 
elude conscience by blinking at fault. 
He committed few murders without 
hoping he might be forgiven. In mo- 
ments of extreme danger he impro- 
vised eloquent prayers, as he could 
not have done had he not been well 
brought up, and if we may believe his 
own testimony, once when he was 
in jail he studied the Bible. 

But beyond these spiritual supports 
he relied with confidence upon the cen- 
tral unity of life, especially of his 
own life, which he hugely enjoyed, all 
things in it working together for good. 
There would be moments, of course, 
to which a hasty opinion might acribe 
no concatenating usefulness. For a 
while it seemed a mistake to arouse 
the pope's interest in the portrait 
medal, with so much work already on 
hand, and the presence of Ascanio in 
the shop made any work difficult. 
Ascanio was an assistant, faithful but

Yet precisely at this point the dem- 
onstration of providence began. Mad 
with grief, Benvenuto cursed Ascanio 
for letting Ser Benedetto steal the 
ring, and Ascanio protested that the 
gentleman didn’t steal it, and Ben- 
venuto said then the thief must be 
Ascanio, for one of* the other was 
holding the money back. 

Ascanio, seeing that his employer 
was in earnest at last, started to cob 
lect the bill, and being without cour- 


age, he pretended to be bold, and over- 
acting, through inexperience, went on 
from firmness to ° insult, until Ser 
Benedetto drew a knife and would 
have slit his throat, had he not run. 
Thereupon Ser Benedetto, unwilling 
to put the knife away unused, walk- 
ed the streets till he met Benvenuto, 
who, when he saw the knife coming, 
reminded the notary that Ascanio han- 
dled all the money matters of the firm. 
but the notary swore he'd as soon kill 
one rascal as another, so they began 
to argue. Benvenuto, having left his 
knife at home, picked up a handful of 
filth from the gutter, and in his haste 
he overlooked, as one will, a sharp 
stone in the center of the mud-clot, 
which stone, when the mud was ap- 
plied to the notary. knocked him sense- 
less. Benvenuto dusted off his hands 
and went home, with an easy con- 
science, ‘having done*only what one 
must. 

But a friend dropped.in to say that 
the notary was dead, and the notary’s 
friend had objected to the murder. 
Benvenuto ran for his life,.and didn’t 
stop running until he came to Naples. 

And there. at the first’ inn, was 
Virginia waiting for him! Her mother. 
believing her safe, had gone to visit

Solution of Yesterday’s Puzzle. 
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To battle waterfront fires, fire- 
boats ¢ame into use more than half 
a eentury ago. It was found that 
they could be used to send out power- 
ful jets of water. To fight fires on 
ships burning in a harbor, their value 
was proved to be beyond measure. 

New York city was a pioneer in the 
used of fire boats. Charles T. Hill, 
telling of the best boat in New York's

Bravely the fire-boat men came 
close and, under cover of streams of 
water, boarded the vessel and fought 
their way down to the steerage deck. 
One hundred and fifty persons were 
bronght out alive. 

The firemen believed they had saved 
all who could be reached when they 
heard cries from the “shaft-tunnel,”’ 
hetween the engine and the propeller. 
With great effort they managed to en- 
ter the shaft-tunnel and sare the lives 
of 22 men who had tried to find 
safety there. 

Fire hoats have been improved in 
recent times, and are still doing fine 
work in harbors and along the water- 
front.

He 
did that in the series with the Cubs. But this, I know, is heresy. 
One is supposed to be for the up-and-coming Tigers from 
Detroit. 

They are hustling. And that usually, almost always, 
wins. The Yankees can’t hustle. The drive is gone out 

of them. It is an old, old task they are doing. And the 

roars of past World Series echo in their ears. 

But it is advisable to put down those spades, grave diggers. 
The Yankees are not done yet. They are a great ball club 
even though their play is more or less mechanical. But with 
Ruth and Gehrig in there and the pitchers having had a rest— 
put down those spades, boys. There is life in the old club yet.

The verb “to hustle’ is variously used. By July 4 it be- 
comes increasingly monotonous to listen to the old chatter from 
the diamond. It consists almost always of some dumb looking

It means nothing at all. But now and then comes 
a team which has nerve and dash and imagination and 
fire and spirit and the competitive urge, and it is spoken 
of as a team which is hustling.

| worst club ever to appear in the. major leagues.” In Septem- 
| ber of that same year they were champions of the world. 
| But this conversation occurred in August when the Giants 
were Six games in front of the Braves. And McGraw said: 

‘“‘The Braves are going to win the pennant.” 

“Why?” asked his amazed listener, a baseball reporter. 

“They are hustling, we are tired,” said McGraw. 

And the Braves went on to win. And then beat the Con- 

Mack’s Athletics four straight in the series. 

“‘Hustle”’ is just a word the ball players employ. Ac- 
tually it means a team has at least three good pitchers 
who are winning games and at least three hitters who 
are driving in runs with regularity. And, in addition to 
this, the team has accidentally achieved a mental and 
physical balance and poise and an enthusiasm for its 
own accomplishments. The Detroits have that. 

A team without those three pitchers and hitters might hustle 
until the last shadows of the last day before eternity and never 
get out of the second division. So, it isn’t just .“‘hustle,” al- 
though that helps.

I asked Mickey Cochrane what he 
considered the leading feature in re- 
gard to hjs astonishing Tigers. 

“I'd say it was spirit,” he answered, 
“You've heard a lot about college spir- 
it—but this Detroit. ball club has as 
much spirit as any college football 
team I ever saw.

rise. 
STRIKE SITUATION. 

Outbreak of strike . difficulties in 
several centers with possibility of 300,- 
000 textile workers walking out and 
taxi-cab and bus difficulties in sever- 
al centers including New York and: 
Chicago. 

These combined to lessen’ the 
chances of. any speculative enthusi- 
asm in the stock market, although 
they did not build up any particular 
amount of pessimism. The chief bear- 
ishness during the day came from the 
chart readers who gloomily predicted 
that the market—if by any chance it 
still remembers the old rules—might 
be headed lower at least temporarily. 
The few traders, however, were not 
greatly worked up over these chart 
theories and continued to make the 
small commitments that resulted in a 
610,000-share day today. Prices at 
the close were slightly higher but con- 
siderably under the tops for the day. 
Commodity trading also lost zest. ;

The Deschapelles Coup. 


The word “coup” (a French word 
meaning, colloquially, a clever stroke) 
has long been used in bridge, as in all 
games of the whist family, to. indi- 
cate a brilliant play. Various types 
of all difficult plays are named coups, 
and because some of them are really 
pment oak people: have a justifiable 
tendency to thihk that any bridge 
play which is known as a coup is 
extremely difficult and beyond the 
scope of the average player. This is 
not by any means a correct impres- 
sion. 

The mysterious-sounding Descha- 
pelles coup with its grandiloquent 
name is nothing else but a prosaic 
entry-making play. It consists: of 
leading an unsupported high card, de- 
liberately sacrificing the possibility 
that that card will win a trick, in 
order to establish an equivalent of 
that high card in partner's hand as 
an entry. The only difficulty lies in 
the fact that the player executing the 
Deschapelles coup cannot see his part- 
ner’s honor. and thus is taking a 
chance that his lead may create a 
winning finesse for declarer. But in 
the. following example there was so 
much to be gained if the Deschappel- 
les coup was successful, that it was 
entirely justifiable to risk a possible 
unimportant loss.

East 
could readily understand this, seeing 
the aces of diamonds and clubs in 
dummy, and assuming that south held 
the spade ace because he had bid the 
suit and later responded to a semi- 
force. Being able to stop the elub 
suit, East knew that if by some 
chance West did hold the spade ace, 
he would always have a chance to 
obtain entry with it, but that if this 
were not the case, immediate use must 
be made of the present tempo to es- 
tablish some side entry for West be- 
fore the club suit could be set up by 
South. The solution to the problem 
lay in employment of the Deschapel- 
les coup, which was effected in this 
way: 

After winning the first two hearts. 
East led the diamond king. Suicidal 
as this may seem in the face of dum- 
my’s ace-jack, it definitely destroyed 
South's chance to-make his contract. 
If South played dummy’s ace and 
won the trick, East would inevitably 
regain the lead with the club queen 
and put West in the lead with the 
now established diamond queen to run 
the heart suit. South could not even

COUNTRY BANKERS’ 
BODY 1S ADDRESSED 


Necessity for Support of 
Housing Program Stressed 
at Meeting Here. 


——, 


Members of the Country Bankers’ 
Association of Georgia closed a two- 
day session at the Piedmont hotel 
Thursday afternoon after , hearing 
speeches by W. A. Sirmon, state di- 
srector of the better housing division 
of the National Emergency Council, 
and M. L. Sisk, former state bank 
examiner for the RFC. 

Mr. Sirmon declared that the suc- 
cessful operation of the housing pro- 
gram of the nationaal emergency 
council depends »m the bankers of the 
nation. The act, he said, applies espe- 
cially to the farmer and rural com- 
munities. He urged members of the 
association to lend their support to 
the program. 

Mr. Sisk said that meetings will be 
held at Athens, Augusta, Savannah, 
Waycross, Columbus, 
Macon and Rome during the next 
few weeks to acquaint the bankers 
with the provisions of the housing 
act, and how benefits may be de- 
rived. Other speakers Thursday includ- 
ed Ronlad Ransom, Ed Rivers, Harry 
L. Brown, Earl Cocke and W. 
Johns. 

At the meeting a resolution was 
passed pledging the federal adminis- 
tration and the Georgia division of 
the better housing division full co- 
operation, In another resolution the 
association went on record as ap- 
proving the formulation of the unit 
bankers of Georgia and opposing any 
measure seeking to provide for the 
extension of branch banking in the 
state, it being said that an effort is 
afoot to influence the passage of a 
bill at the next legislature to repeal 
the law passed in 1927 prohibiting 
the further extension of branch bank- 
ing in Georgia.
